I had just seen an Indian woman 


make a sphnt basket. 
I was afraid I 


should 
forget the 
process, and 
I 


wanted to tell my friends the story. 
So 1 said to myself, "What are the im- 
portant things to remember? Use<l 
black ash logs 
Pounded log to loosen 


layers. Wove like a kindergarten mat 
I don't need to remember how long 
the logs were or how big around or 
several other things 
How shall I 


make sure that I shall remember?" 


I made a collection to show my 


friends. I got a leaf of black ash and 
pressed it 
I went back and took pho- 


tographs of the weaver it work. 
I 


got a sample of the splints and made 
a drawing of a cross-section of the log 
showing the layers of growth. I wove 
a paper mat to illustrate the method 
of weaving 
I wrote a littie story 


about the work. It will be a long time 
before I forget how a black ash basket 
is made, for in rukking my collection, 
I hid r^jmorized the facts. 


A like plan, I believe, will help you

"What is a Liberty Bonof?" asked 


the boy from the North Woods. 


"It is a promise of the government 


to pay the holder of the bond a cer- 
tain sum of money" 


"Why does the government make 
tuch promises?" 


"Well, you see, when a private per- 


son needs more money than he nas, 
many times, he is able to borrow from 
some one eJse, Often, he gives in re- 
turn for the money he borrows a 
promise to pay back at ,a certain time 
the amount he borrows together with 
a certain additional amount called in- 
tiirest and given as payment for the 
use of the money. This promise to 
pay is called a promissory note and 
the person to whom the promise has 
been made can collect the amount* in 
court 


"Now, when the government needs 


more money than it has, it can do ex- 
actly the same thing. 
Promises to 


pay made by the government in this 
manner are called bonds. 
The gov- 


ernment prints these bonds or prom- 
ises to pay. Then it sells them to who- 
ever wishes to buy. For instance, the 
man who lost this bond paid to the 
government one hundred dollars and 
nc received for it the bond. The bond 
is nothing but a promise of the gov- 
ernment to pay to him in 1939, a 
hundred dollars, and every year be- 
fore than time, a certain sum as in- 
terest. A bond is merely a means by 
which the government borrows money. 
'Til keep the bond for a couple of 


days and see if I can find who it be- 
longs to. You come back next week 
ana, if I have not found the owner 
bv- that time, III give it to you to 
keen "

ior year in high school that they would 
like to become telegraph opsratori. By 
saving their allowance, they were able 
to buy a five dollar apparatus. Edith'* 
father, who was an electrician, fitted 
up their battery and made the connec- 
tion 
between 
tho two 
neighboring 


houses. 


It didn't take them long to learn 


Morse's dot and dash code and they 
were soon sending- messages bade ind 
forth. 
Visits to the loi_al telegraph 


office acquainted their ears witn tnt 
customary intervals. 
After gradua- 


tion, they passed the tests required by 
the Postal Union Company and started 
the service as check girls. 
At the 


end of a month they were given news- 
paper switchboards and in a year were 
trained operators. 


Schools in many of the cities offer 


courses in telegraphy, but for the gitl 
who cannot avail herself of these, 
the practical courses offered by the 
telegraph companies will prove suf- 
ficient if she 11 a high school graduate. 
A general education with an accurate 
knowledge of spelling, typewriting, Kid 
penmanship, is necessary. 


The girl who passes the mental and 


physical tests required must have abil- 
ity to concentrate, a patient disposition, 
strong nerves, and excellent Hearing. 
Young girls have an advantage because 
their ears can be more easily trained. 


For a number of years now; girli 


have been finding qpportnnitiet in 
this line of work. Promotions ara 
usually won by accuracy, rapidity, 
and general /reliability. Many girls 
lose their positions through careless 
capitalization or spelling. The flty 
and hours are much tetter tnan 
those 
of the telephone operator. 


One 
of 
the most 
coveted oo»i- 


tions for a girl is operator of the 
private wire of a stock company or 
commercial house. A girl who wants 
to study up telegraphy herself can find 
plenty e-books on the subject in the 
library of her home town or cu pro-
